To Former Justice 

Funeral Of J. S. Archibald 
Largely Attended 

WAS NOTED JURIST 

Deceased Was Affiliated With 
AfcGill As Student And 
ProfcBSdr 

Many prominent 'citizens ot Mont- 
real, including numerous representa- 
tives of jthe Legal Profession, paid 
final tribute yesteVday afternoon to 
John Sprott Archibald. The -service 
was . held ' at his homo, 1499 Mackay 
Avenue, ajid was followed by Inter- 
ment at the Jlount Royal Cemetery. 

Rev. Dr. Leslie PIdgeon, pastor ot 
Ersklne United Church,, conducted the 
service and paid ' high tribute to Mr. 
Justice Archibald. -for his- numerous 
contributions- to the progress and wel- 
fare pf . his. native ciiy. 
■ CloMly Affiliated With MeQill 
The : deceased 'h'àiî" been closely af- 
filiated with McGIIl for nîany years 
and his absence shall be. keenly felt. 
He • was a graduate 4'n , Arts aiidi taSv 
at McGIU and won a gold 'mpdal -In 
the class of 1870 In Civil Law. He 
later received the honouravy degree of 
Doctor ot Civil Law. Ho wis called 
to the Quebec Bar In 187} and In the 
sanie y^r -w;!» asked to lecture here 
.on'.Crlmlnal Xaw and Procedure. In 
1^80 he received the chair In that 
course and 'Vubsoquently ijocamc} Pro- 
fessor ot Coii^n^^^ liaw. . Upon re- 
signing h.lB^mfMB^hip, . he^ became 
a Govçrno'rsî^jftBSRjnl.veMÎ^^^ 
. 'While still activé "in legal work, he 
.devoted much tipie to municipal affairs 
and w!is an Alderman., for . the' St. 
Antoine ward from 1884 to lOOÇ. ..Ho 
wàs revising officer for .Montreal, at 
one tliT)e' and also represented the 
iDomlnion : Government before the
